MISSIONAKIES 1N CHINA. 

(Sup, Court & Consular Gazette, Nov. 14th.) 

Tt is an unfortunate tendency of the hu- 
man mind to generalise too rapidly, and to 
formalise inductive “propositions after too 
limited a series of observations, To this we 
are disposed to attribute much of the con: 
tempt into which Missionaries‘and Mission 
work- have fallen in the estimation of the 
foreign residents in China.It is humiliating 


to have to confoss that amongst the men re: * 


preseuting Missionary Societies there ate to 
be found some who have evidently mistaken 
their ‘vocation, whose language, whose bear- 
ing, whose literary composition are utterly 
unworthy of the clerical garb which their 
owners have hastily assumed, whose talents 
olght-justly to lave been devoted to. the 
acquirement of some handicraft, and who by 
preséntiug themselves as champions of 
Christianity against the hosts of heathendom 
bring the causé they have espoused into 
disgrace. “We do not blame the men tlem- 
selves. They are probably led away by the 
hope of obtwining a liveliboad less precari- 
ous tian that which fortune promises them 
at home, they ‘desire to warry gird to be- 
conie responsible heads of families and res- 
pecteil members of sucisty.. Perhaps they 
fae somo shadowy anticipation of a mar- 
tyr's crown, not sufficiently well defined ta 
bo a source of dread, but still depicted with 
sullicient distinciness on their imaginations 
to clothe with a cortain amount of romance 
the idea of joining the Mission to China’ 

The fiery chariot which has carred wp ma- 
ny a Romish Apostle may: await them ; 
syinpathising but ignorant friends’. may at 
any rate be led to believe: so, and. the 
parting of home ties accompanied by all the 
accessories which attended. the depat» 
ture.of Paul from. Miletus, -is the -very 
luxury of grief which fow that have witness- 
ed would willingly forego. Lt is the Soviety 
througl: which the, widow's. mito: is: appro- 
priated to the support of sich people, that 
is the proper object of blame. Under the 
pretext of extending the'duminion of Christ- 
lanity, an object which, whether. judiciously 
or injudiciously sought, is sure to obtain 
sympathy amongst a certain class at home, 
the purses of many who-oun ill afford even 
the necessaries of life aro lighteneil. “for 
conscience uske,” We buliave the office uf 
a Missionary to be a high and holy ouc, and 
for that very reason. we desire to see it con- 
ferred on none but those fitted by mental 
endowmenta and gobolarly training to fulfil 
the duties attached to it, Were it likely to 
be of any use we would, auggest that the 
home Sovieties, instead of basing their 
choice of caudidates upon professed relig- 
ious zeal alone, should diligently enquire 
into the mental capacity of their protugés, 
and subjectthem to. such a course of prelimi- 
nary instruction and examination as would 
not-only fit thom for their proposed - work, 
but severely test that fitness. It has been 
well remarked that ‘an earnest Christian 
who, standing at.the shop-board-has been 
dazzled by the prestige of rising by a sud- 
den step to the rank of a shepherd over the 
flock of Christ, will not necessarily make a 
good Missionary.” Unfortunately it is from 
wen who are thus pushed into the mission 
field that we are moat prone to judge of the 
entire Missionary class. -Tho failure of the
